THE PROGRESS OF REFORM IN
ENGELAND,
In England reform movements commonly
progress by slow but sure degrees. Every ad-
vance is met by a determined opposition from
the Conservatives, who are either intorested
in the perpetuation of abuses, or who have
that genuine British dislike for change in tho
established order of things which is unable to
soe good in anything that has not the sane-

tionality of the Hegistry law pn-uu.sd at the
last session of the Legislature, This ]'uw Wi
recontly declared to be in confliot with the |
Coustitution of the State by Judge Shars-
wood, holding the Nisi Prius Court; but l:.w
judgment has been reversed by the Uonrt in
Bano, three of the Judges—Agnew, Read,
and Willinms—being of the opinion that none
of its provisions are in conflict with the Con.
stitution, while Chief Justice Thompson
unites with Judge Sharswood in sustaining
the recont decision of the lafter, The ru.-anhli
of the appeal to the court of last resort will
give entire satisfaction to all the citizens of
Philadelphian who earnestly and lhonestly
desire to see the ballot-box purified and kept
pure hereafter. The law may possibly be de-
feotive or impracticable in some of its de-
tails, but time and experience will point out
these defects, and give us an opportunity to
romody them as fast as they are manifested.

The point of Judge Sharswood’s adverse
decigion at Nisi Prius was that the law de-
stroyed the freedom and equality of elections
which the Constitution of the State demnnds,
This position is fairly overturned l"‘.. the
opinion of the majority, Judge Agnew giving
the following answer to the guestion, to whom

are the eloctions free? **They are freas valy
to the gualified dlectors of the U amonwerlth:
olearly they are not free to the nnqualified
« « & [Itis the duty of the Legislature to

secure freedom and equality by such regula.
tions as will exclude the wngulified, and
allow the qualified only to vote,” The effect
of the law as it acts npon the men who have
striven to make onr elections the most shame
loas farces is thus tersely summed up by
Judge Agnew:—"It is trne there isa kind
of liberty this Registry law will
deatroy. It is that licentiousness, that adul-
torous freedom which surrenders the polls to
hirelings and vagabonds, outcasts from home |
and honest industry, men without citizenship

or a stake in the Government, men who will
commit perjury, violence, or murder itself.”
Such are the men whomn this law will tend to
curb; and as far as it suffices to do so. it
should and will receive the unqualified en-
dorsement of the moess of honest voters,
whose enemies they are. If experience
should prove that any of its provisionsgare
burdensome upon the honest voter, or im-
practicable in their application, as we have
already said it will be comparatively easy to
remedy them before the evils resulting there.

THE NEW DIRECTORS 01"
TRUSTS.

We print in onr local columns the bill passed
at the last session of the Legislature, which is
designed to transfer the charitable bequests
subject to municipal management to a new
board of fifteen dirvectors, consisting of the
Mayor of Philadelphia, the Presidents of the
Select and Common Councils, and twelve citi

zens appointed by the Courts. The fate of
this bill during the last three months appeared
doubtful, a8 Governor Geary did not append
his signature to it until a fow days ago, but it
has now become a law, and the new board
will be organized this afternoon.

Several important legal guestions may arise
under this new enactment, Inasmuch as the
principal bequest which it will affect, the
Girard estate, was entrusted to the manage-
ment of this city, it would be extremely un-
fortunate for the present and future generva-
tions of orphans if the proposed transfer of
authority to a commission, appointed in part
by the Supreme Judges of the Btate, should
revive the drooping hopes of the heirs of
Stephen Girard, and give them an opportu-
nity for once more oconlesting this long-dis-
puted ouse in the Courts, It must not be
forgotten that strong combinations of lawyoers
and politicians have been formed, at various
times, to devise pretexis for seizing this mag-
uiﬁoo‘u! property; and the general course of
the last Legislature was so infamons, that it
wis not ineapable of abetting these schemes,
1t would be estremely unfortunate if the
effort to secure batter management for Givavd
College should lead to the transfer of the
entire estate to a few colluternl heivs and a
horde of hungry speculators. DBefore the

It is curious to note the progress that has
been made in the disestablishment guestion
even within the last twelve months.

In this connection, it is a somewhat re-
markable fact that within the last twenty
years the Tories have only been defeated
twice in the THouse of Lords in party divi-
sions. Lord Derby's vole of ocensure on the
Palwerston Ministry in 1857 was lost by
36 votes, and the bill for the disestablish-
ment of the Irish Church passed to a second
reading by a majority of 36. These facts
ghow how strong the conservative feeling is
in the npper house, and how impossible it is
to have any great reform movement carried
except nnder extreme pressure.

DORROWED THUNDER.

Axprrw  Jomxson, a retired Tennessee
breeches-maker, who drifted into polities, and
by a mysterious dispensation of Providence
became President of the United States, made
a number of speeches which were chiefly re-
markable for what might be called a dish-
water flavor. No publie, man of this century
cerininly, has uttered the samo nuwmber of
platitudes unrelieved by anything but vitu-
peration as this man. It would be difficult
to find in all his performances, literary or ora-
torical, a single sound, sensible idea, a single
word or expression that has taken hold of the
popular fancy, except his famous declaration
that ““trenson must be made odious.” This
is one of those epigrammatio utterances like
the ‘‘irrepressible confliet,” “Let us have
pence,” and others that go straight to the
mark, and become popular watchwords in the
discussion of the great political guestions of
the day. It has often been a matter of sur-
prise that Johnson should have got off any-
thing so good as this, and his claims to being
the originator of the phrase are disputed in
favor of My, Robeson, the new Secretary of
the Navy, who is said to have used it in the
Union Leagne rooms in this city during a dis-
cussion about the probable poliey of the Gov-
ernment ot the close of the recent Rebellion,
Mr. Robeson's langunge was shortly after
repeated in Johnson's hearing, and this
phrase in particular appeared to tickle his
faney amazingly. A few days afterwards he
made use of it in a speech, and was crodited
with it accordingly. It seems almost a pity
that the only good thing A. J, ever said
should now be proved to have been borrowed
thunder.
